Mr. W. M. Brown moved for a return 
of all letter.s written by tlie Oliisf Com- 
missioner of Lauds and Worlis, to tho 
jaaiss tzoviic-.-f'.^r. L ilioip*-.,, d "■■•'..•■^ , 
months of July itiul August, 187G, refer- 
ijfing to the construction of the road from 
Ilelly's to Big Bar Creek aud other works 
within the Lillooet District 

Hon. Mr. Vernon naid lio had no objeo- 
tions to tho resolution passing, but tboro 
was not a siciglo letter to bring down. 

Mr. Brown said ho had lotters from his 
oolleague asserting that tliere were letters, 
of tho nature alluded to, written by tho 
tho Chief Commissioner hiinsolf. Ho 
had tho proofs and could produce them. 

Mr. Humphreys siiid oue of tho stuto- 
ments made must bo untrue, and ho was 
inclined to believe that made by tho mem- 
ber for Ijillboet. He would sug^test tho 
appointment of t Select CommiltiQ to 
whom Mr. Brown could exhibit tho let- 
ters receiveil by him from Mr. Morrison, 
and then the Houso could judge whsthar 
the Chief Commissioner'c assertion was 
correct, 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said tho hon. Cliief 
Oommissioaor bad offbred no objection 
whatever to the resolution for the return. 
He had simply anticij nted it by stating 
that no correspoudeaco hud passed. 
Mr. Evans said it was a serious mnttor, 
. one involving the honor of two members. 
^ ij^T'Hon.'Mr. Vernon said he hud examiuod 
tho press copies of correspondence in the 
Lands and Works office and diboovered 
that there was no atich correspondence as 
that asked for. 

Mr. Smith said ho thought tha word of 
* tho Chief Oommiasiouer should be taken 
on the subjoct. The membtrs of tho Op 
position were, somo of them, not only jeal- 
ous o| tho Government, but j-ialous of 
thomsolvea Private letters might hate 
paBsod between Mr, Morrison and Mr. 
Vernon, but they wore not to bo exhibit- 
ed to the publio gazo. Somo hou. mem- 
bers should be 8i)lit up like a Philadelphia 
codfish and then tlio House would see the 
liad'-propensiti'?". in t])p,.ii. Tho apei.pf 
the snow capped heiid of the gentleman 
from Cariboo showed a lack of brain and 
a jealous disposition. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Morrison said ho did uot think tho 
Hoiipe had any right to claim an examin- 
ation of his priviito correspondenco. He 
■jiBonght such a coin-so would bo below the 
(sbnduct of a gentleman. He was not 
aware that he had received any dooument 



teotion; but it was nonaonse to expect 
that fifty committees could make him 
(Mr. Vernon) produce his privixio letter- 
book. The way to judgo of tho maitor 
before the House whs to inspect the works 
performed in the Lillooet district and see 
how thoy had been constmctdd. 

Mr. Walkem replied that if a minister 
wrote a dozen " coufidontials'" at tho iicad 
of a letter relating to tho public works of 
a district that fact would uot save tho 
correspondence from hojoming ijublio 
pioperty. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said the House could 
lay down no rule as to publio and private 
correspondence. With referonoo to tho 
resignation of Jlr. Brow^ i. > (Mr. E.) 
had very fortunately ktrA ia Jopy of his 
letter to that gentleiiii:^, h-.:: »hat was a 
totally different case to tho ptcjont as tho 
subject was one of great public interest. 
For his own part he had no objection to 
tho roforenco to a Select Committee. 

Mr. Humphreys wished the House to 
affirm tho principle that no minister 
should bo permitted to writn any private 
letters to any member of the House on 
matters relative to publio business. It it 
were permitted the outiro business of tho 
Bovoral departments would bo oouduoted 
by means of private letters. Ho believed 
that both Mr. Vernon and tho member for 
Lillooet were honorable men, but ho did 
uot see why tho Chief Commissioner's 
word should bo taken in proforonco to 
Mr. Brown's. He appealed to hon. mem- 
bers to make an order prohibiting any 
minister, in his official capacity, from 
writing privately on public business. 

Mr. Tolmio thought tho Opjiositiou 
were making much ado about nothing. 
He knew that in buainess trausactions, 
both publio and private letters had to bo 
exchanged, and so far as ho could seo, 
the Opposition were boating tho air aud 
hunting a mare's nest. (Hear, hoar.) 

Mr. Arm-troug said tho Government 
transacted too much busine.ss by nie'ins of 
privato letters, and in tho district lio re- 
presented the appropriations had been ex 
ponded moat shamefully, whotbor by pri- 
TaTeTubtmuTluSe&'TJrTQGt-h^ Cuixld to4<i't.T.J 
but ho oould affirm thatbohad never been 
consulted. 

_ Mr n-nr/lnn wnnld like to knqw^ who- 
Iher Mr. Humphreys would wisli'to inaKo. 
his BUggestion retrospeotivo. Would ho 
like to mako the principle ho afErmed was 
a right on* apply to corrospoiidenco which 
had taken placo on tho Representation 
Bill? Perhaps that would not suit tho 
hon. mombor; but ho contended that the 
i^riacipla (vcis last as »».p.piJj»aijla..to one 
matter as to tho other. 

Mr. Fitiher said tho question of privacy 
or publicity of correspondence or conver- 
sation should bo left, to a great extent, to 
a minister's honor aud discretion. 

Mr. Tolmie said that it was quite nat- 
ural and proper that a minister should lio 
allowed to correspond privately with any 
member or person for tho purpose of ob- 
taining information. Such a conrso was 
pursued by all corporate bodies and ex- 
tensive business firms. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho could have believed 
Mr. Humphreys to bo sincero in his ar- 
gument if ho (Mr. S.J had not a littlo in- 
formaticm on the snbject which prdbably 
other Uon. members had not. He would 
ask tho late Finance Minister if ho bad 
ndvisod and followed out Ibo principle 
he advocated when in oflice— (Mr. Hum- 
phreys— I did.) Mr Smithe would not 
say that he did not believe him. but would 
simply state that ho had very carefully 
perused tlio official lotter book of thtf 
Treasury Bupavtmont, niifl found that 
during tho sis mouths tho i»to Fiounco 
Miuinter was in ofHco,that hou. gentleman 
had written ]ait .six lellers. (Sensation,) 
Did he say written six letters? Then he 
begged to oorrect him-elf.

It was positively necessary 
in many cases that a miuisier should ob- 
tain information in a private manner to 
assist him in uscertaiaiug tho wants of a 
district, and many other facta that could 
only bo proporly learnt by addressing 
some person in whom tho minister had

. tion. ( Hear, hoar.) 

5rown olaimpd that if tho oorrea- 

' Ttbodenoe pertained to the publio works 
of 'Lillooet district it was not of a 
private nature and ho was entitled to 
know its contents. 

Mr. Beavon hold that the Chief Gom- 
missionor had no right to address private 
letters to any hon. member relative to ap- 
propriations for publio works. 

Hon. Mf. Vornon non'onded that ho 
bad a perfect right to vtiifi private letters 
y whom h6 liked and on any 'subjsct ho 
pleased.

Mr. tJmith said ba felt sure that tho 
member for Lillooet had bi-eu prompted 
U introduco tho resolution by some other 
member of tho House. 

Mr. Brown rose tq deny the assertion 
and challenged any one to state that 
he had boon prompted at any time by any 
member.

among his cnnsliluoBts by llio circulation 
of a report that ho had neglected to urge 
on the Chief Commissio'npr the necessity 
of prbceediiig Avith public' work in Lillooet 
district.
